Heretofore, the sorting of incoming mail for 
the different branch offices and then for the carriers was done by men 
who had worked long years at this task and knew the city so per- 
fectly that they could tell from any street address just which branch 
office was to receive that particular letter and just which carrier

older men or women, inexper- 
jenced people who had no know- 
ledge of the city as did those old- 
er employees.

A Glossary of Philatelic Terms 

Here is a handbook every collector

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n the March 18th issue of this 
paper we printed a story of 
the Australian War Stamps, Scott 
Numbers 184, 5, 6, 7, the stamp of 
this present war. Since publication 
of that article we have been shown 
a copy of the cover of the Austra- 
lian Women’s Weekly, the paper 
from which this stamp was copied. 
The story is of such interest that 
we believe it is worth repeating 
here with suitable illustration of 
the cover of the magazine which 
inspired the stamp. 

The original drawing was a 
colored magazine cover, used on 
the October 21, 1939 issue of the 
above mentioned weekly maga- 
zine. The original picture is a 
painting by the artist Virgil Reil- 
ly and the title below the picture 
reads, “Sons of Australia, Steady 
and Strong.” 
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To tell the story briefly we can 
best quote from the columns of 
the Australian Women’s Weekly of | 
July 20, 1940. j 

“The cover which was the work 

of the noted Australian Artist Vir- 
“gil Reilly,. appeared on our issue 
of October 21, 1939. It showed 
the head of an Australilan woman 
in front of which stood an Austra- 
lian Sailor, soldier and airman.” 

“On'‘the stamp which will be is- 
sued this week the woman's head 
is that of a Red Cross nurse.” 

“Artist Virgil is sorry about the 


“My idea,” he said, “was to 
show the Au:tralian woman rep- 
resenting the home and _ family 
with her protectors, the three arm- 
ed forces of the Commonwealth.” 

“A nurse is part of those forces; 
she does not represent the home 
front which they protect.” 

“The artist’s beautiful fair- 
haired wife was his model for the | 
lovely head in the original cover 
drawing.” 

“The stamp will appear in four 
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“Sens of Muntralia, steady and strong~ 


| denominations, 1d, 2d, 3d, and 6d.” 


“Virgil Reilly has a flair for 


inspirational drawings and car- 
toons.” 
“Four years ago, in 1936, he 


won an international peace car- 
toon competition conducted by the 
famous Paris evening newspaper, 
‘Le Soir.” 

That is the story of the stamp 
as taken from the July 20, 1940 
issue of the Australian Women’s 
Weekly, but there is a further | 
story which we printed in our is- | 
sue of tie 18th March 1943 and | 
we are repeating that story here.

Virgil Reilly is the artist on 
the Sunday Telegram one of Aus- 
| tralia’s leading newspapers. 
Reilly used three Australian serv- 
icemen as models for his maga- 
zine cover design. All three have 
isince been killed in action. 

As you note from the stamp, 
there are

Second to lose his life was the 
Sailor, his naval rating was Lead- 
ing-Seaman, his name _ Charles 
Henry Bruce. He was a gunlayer 
on the British transport Ceramic 
(18,000 tons) sunk in the Atlan- 
tic with all hands on December 
6, 1942. 


Third and last of the trio to

There is a story behind almost 
every stamp of modern times and 
it is finding these stories and put- 
ting them in print that adds so 
much of interest to any stamp 
collection.

It is clearly evident that the Department based their plans on 
the fact that this or that country had opposed the occupation by force 
of arms and on such a basis were the eleven original countries named, 

It is no discredit to Denmark that it accepted its fate without 
military opposition, because such opposition could have only ended in 
the slaying of many of its citizens without any possible good results 
coming from opposition. 

Current history, however tells us that Denmark did and does 
oppose the Nazis and that the country and its citizens are doing al] 
in their power to combat the Nazis. There is every evidence that 
the underground in Denmark in organized and will spring to the 
support of the first invasion by the allied armies. 

These facts have been called to the attention of our Postoffice 
Department and our President and it is but natural and fitting 
that Denmark is being added to the set of stamps which honor those 
nations under the German heel.

may be obtained on mail orders 
from the Philatelic Agency, Post 
Office Department, Washington 25. 
D. C. The Agency does not service 
first-ady covers. 

Figures for first day sale are 
printed on page one of this issue. 
It is interesting to note that the 
last 5c stamp that came out, that 
for China was issued first day at 
Denver, Colorado and that the first 
day mailing of covers was 168,746 
which is quite a bit larger than the 
number of the Polish stamps mail- 
ed from Washington, but not so 
large as from both Chicago and 
Washington combined. This would 
seem to favor the China stamp or 
can we attribute the popularity of 
the first day issue to the fact that 
some city other than Washington 
had the honor. 

The fact that Chicago fell only 
about 35,000 below Washington in 
first day covers speaks well for 
that city when the announcement 
was late and probably overlooked 
by some. These figures would 
seem to indicate that other cities 
would get better results than 
Washington. 

First day sale of stamps as an- 
nounced doubtless includes sales 
both at the Postoffices and at the 
Philatelic Agency and since much 
of this sale will have been through 
the Agency we can look forward to 
this year being a banner year at 
the Agency. 

The fact that the Postoffice De- 
partment is getting 5c for carrying 
many thousands of letters that 
would ordinarily go for 3¢ wil], go 
a long way toward washing up 
some postal deficit provided that 
Department bookkeeping will per- 
mit this-extra 2c to show up as a 
free donation from the collectors 
of the United States.

Only the end of the war can de- 
finitely place these issues where 
they belong and they should be 
placed under Germany as a per- 
manent rebuke to this country.
